There is ne need of emptiness 
when there are such great re- 
sources from which to draw sup- 
plies. A certain man was once 
standing on the wall of a great 
lock. Outside was a huge lake 
vessel about to enter..In describ- 
ing the scene he said, “At my 
feet lay the empty lock—wait- 
ing. For what? Waiting to be fill- 
ed. Away beyond lay great lake 
Superior with its limitless abun- 
dance of supply, also waiting. 
Waiting for what? Waiting for 
something to be done at that 
lock ere the great lake could 
pour in its fullness. In a moment 
it was done- The lock-keeper 
reached out his hand and touch- 
ed a steel lever. A little wicket 
gate sprang open under the 
magic touch. At once the water 
in the lock began to boil, and 
seethe. As it seethed I saw it 
rapidly creeping up the walls of 
the lock. In a few moments the 
lock was full. The great gates 
swung open and the huge ship 
floated into the lock now filled 
to the brim with the fullness in- 
poured from the waiting lake 
without.” 

Is not this a picture of a great 
truth about the Holy Ghost? 
Here are God’s children like 
that empty- lock, waiting to be 
filled. And as that great inland 
sea outside the Jock was willing 


and waiting to pour its abun- 


dance into the lock, so here is 
God willing to pour His fullness 
of life into the lives of His child- 
ren. But often He is waiting. 
Waiting for what? Waiting, as 
the lake waited, for something 
to be done by us. Waiting for us 


’ to reach forth and touch that 


tiny wicket gate of consecration 
through which His abundant life 
shall flow and fill.

To the Ephesians Paul wrote, 
“For this cause | bow my eel 
unto the Father of our Lord Je-| 
sus Christ, * * * that he would | 
grant you, according to the 
riches of his glory, to be} 
strengthened with might by his | 
Spirit in the inner man; _ that 
Christ may dwell in your hearts 
by faith; that ye, being rooted | 
and grounded in love, may be a- | 
ble to comprehend with all saints 
what is the breadth, and length, | 
and depth, and height; and to 
know the love of Christ, which 
passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the full- 
ness of God.” (Eph. 3:14-19.) 

Paul knew there were hind 
rances. He prayed to God to re- 
move them so the Ephesian 
brethren could be filled. He pray- 
ed that the little wicket gate 
might be opened so God could 
pour His fullness into their lives: 
No doubt some faithful father in 
Israel is praying for you.He 
knows God is waiting to fill you. 
He knows the barriers and 
hindrances are all on your 
side. This consecrated father 
knows there are barriers of 
unyieldedness that must be re- 
moved. Thus he prays like Paul, 
“O, God, grant that, according 
to the riches of thy glory, these 
may be filled with all of thy fuil- 
ness.” : 

But why be filled with all the 
fullness of God? Is it just for 
your joy and pleasure? Is it just 
to satisfy your longing heart? 
That may be your first thought, 
but there is more to it than tha 
What was the great lock filled 
with water for? Why was the a- 
bundant supply of Lake Superior 
poured into that lock? It was to 
make it possible for that great 
vessel with its valuable cargo to 
pass through to its destination. 
Then why is it necessary for yeu | 
to be filled with all the fullness 
of God? The answer ts plain and 
simple, that you may be made a 
channel or instrument by which 
perishing souls may be rescued 
and transported to their destina: |* 
tion—heaven. 

There is to be no selfishness 
in seeking to be filled with all 
the fullness of God. There must | 
be no self-seeking interests—not 
the good of yourselves only, but 
the good of others. You are to’ 
be instruments in the hands of 
God for service. Do you remem- 
ber that wondrous word in Rom- | 
ans 6:13, where we are exhorted | 
by Paul to yield our members as 
instruments? The marginal 
reading is “weapons.” Then we 
are to be weapons—-God’s weap- 
ons. This is a striking figure. 
Yield yourself to God as a weap- 
on. God wants you to be a 
spear that He can fit to His hand 
and hurl into the heart of the 
enemies’ country. God wants you 
to be a» keen, glittering blade 
with which He may cut His way 
through the very hosts of. sin.

God wants you to be instru- 
ments—weapons.To do the most 
effective service many of you) 
will need a deeper spiritual ex 
perience.

You 
are accustomed to hearing, “The 
‘harvest truly is great’ and the 
laborers are few,” and 
“Go ye,” but that is 
about all you hear. Now I have

it’s you I want to talk to. Or, if 
you are working-working- work- 
ing-in this work-d-day world, 
hoping some day to get info 
some work that you call your 
own, then it’s you I want to talk 
to.

| Now | want to talk about the 
| possibilities, of the ministry, as 
a minister of the Church of God. 
The Church of God needs a large 
number of preachers immedi- 
ately to take charge of churches 
that are already established. 
Moreover, the Church needs 
some evangelists and evangel- 
ist’s assistants. The Church 
fully understands that you can- 
not live without money, and the 
Lord understood that when He 
designed the money system for 
the Church. Now | cannot come 
out and say that the Church will 
pay you so much for your ser- 
vices no matter who you are, or 
what your qualifications, but | 
do venture to say that if you 
will work as hard for the Church 
and in the ministry as you work 
in the factory or on your farm 
your reward will be as much or 
more thau it-is:in. your present 
occupation. but of course your 
reward will be proportionate to 
your effort. Supposing you are a 
moulder in a foundry. For three 
or four years you didn’t make as 
much as you do after your ap- 
prenticeship was completed. The 
same is true in religious work, 
the better worker you are the 
better will be your’ reward. I 
know one preacher that studies 
his Bible much, and reads much 
and prays much. and works hard 
at his job of pastoring a church. 
The result is that he always has 
large crowds, good altar services 
and good collections. Without 
any stipulation as to his pay he 
receives in the neighborhood of 
$200.00 a month, and he’s worth 
every cent of it. 


I know another preacher who 
does not know his Bible very 
well, he never reads any books, 
he prays only at church and 
regular prayer services, and 
then complains because his 
crowds are not large, the 
struggle hard, and the 
collection small. The point is 
that he is paid what he is worth. 
lam speaking now of pastors of 
churches. 


Moreover, the money system 
of the church is up to the 
pastors. If they succeed in 
teaching the proper system to 
the congregations which- they 
have, they need have no fears of 
the comforts of life. This has 
been clearly demonstrated. 

I know a young man probably 
twenty-flve who was working in 
a mill at about $15.00 a week 
(this was four years ago). For 
a year after he was converted 


and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost he studied incessantly, 
and prayed and_ practised 


preaching at cottage prayer 
meetings, and began to branch 
out. Today he is pastor of a 
splendid Chureh of God, a relia- 
ble and trustworthy man in ev- 
ery sense of the word and his 
income keeps him and his wife 
and babies in comfort and he is

(Continued from page_1) 
able to save up for other days. 
I want to tell you that people 
want to hear the full gospel of 
Jesus Christ and-in these days 
they are willing to pay for it. 

Some may think that I am 
taking up the subject in a purely 
money sense, I am so far. Be- 
cause I know that every man 
must face these propositions 
when he starts into the work of 
the Lord. Some fail to count 
the cost and run into debt and 
have to. go back to work to pay 
the debts that they have made 
while preaching, but I am in- 
clined to believe that there will 
be fewer and fewer circum- 
stances of this kind. Moreover 
the General Headquarters is en- 
deavoring to even the thing up 
as much as possible. 

Now if you were going into a 
new job you wouldn’t expect to 
make as much as the fellow that 
has been on that job for several 
years, would you? Yet some of 
our good folks get discouraged 
when they start to preach be- 
cause they can’t get the same 
amount in collections as some 
of the other preachers, who may 
have been preaching for several 
years. 


Are you ‘indie to preach? You 
hear the call for preachers, and 
you want to go. You have the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
and speak in tongues as_ the 
Spirit gives utterance That is 
absolutely necessary. Why not 
sit down and think a minute, 


“am I ready to preach?” Have 
you ever read _ the Bible 
through? What would you 


think of a soldier who was going 
into battle with a machine gun 


somewhere, and make a mis- 
take. Of course there are some 
fundamentals of doctrine that 
you won’t get mixed up on, yet 
there are many things about the 
Bible that you should be perfect- 
ly clear on before starting out 
alone.

THE been VIRGINS

As many times as we have read 
the parable of the ten virgins re- 
corded in the 25th chapter of 
Matthew, it is very probable 
that many of the most signifi- 
cant thoughts presented in the 
parable, have been over-looked 
by us. But as the time approach- 
es for the fulfillment of any 
prophecy or parable the Holy 
Ghost begins to reveal these 
Scriptures more clearly to the 
mind of those who with humility 
and sincerity search into them 
to know more about His pre- 
cious Word. 

In writing on this subject Je- 
sus says, “Then shall the King- 
dom of heaven be likened unto 


ten virgins which took 
their lamps and went 
forth to meet’ the  bride- 
groom.” The thought which 


most strikingly impresses me 
in this parable is the time when 
it will be fulfilled. In the previous 
chapter Jesus gives a_ lengthy 
discourse on His second coming, 
He has reference to the time 
when He shall appear to catch 
away His bride. 





We will notice that they were 
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virgins and not sinners as some 
claim. And at midnight there 
was a cry made, Behold, the 
bridegroom cometh, go ye out to 
meet him. The midnight, cry 
will be made about the winding 
up of the Gentile age and the 
awful bursting forth~ of the 
tribulations of the world. 


The midnight cry-- Weddings 
in the east occur in the evening 
accompanied by night proces 
sions. Jesus will come in the 
evening of the Gentile age which 
is rapidly drawing to a close, to 
be followed by the dark night of 
the great tribulation. and this 
followed by the _ beautiful 
millennial morn. Glory, Halle- 
lujah! 

We notice there are three pic- 
tures referred to in Luke 17: 34- 
36, concerning His coming again 
to catch away His bride. It will 
be night in some places,morning 
in some, and day in some. There 
shall be two in one bed; the one 
shall be taken -and the other 
left. Two women shall be grind- 
ing together; the one shall be 
taken, the other left. Two men 
shall be in the field; the one 
shall be taken, and the other 
left. And they answered and said 
unto him, Where, Lord? And he 
said unto them, wheresoever the 
body (Church) is, thither will 
the eagles be gathered together.
